Messrs, Mike Madigan and Ted Ralston, of the Select : . 

Committee staff, have made inquiries regarding a document provided 
CIA by a foreign intelligence liaison service which mentions the name 
of Frank Teruggi, Jr. Specifically, Madigan and Ralston asked if the 
document was pr ovided b y CIA to .any Latin American liaison services, 

or whether the Agency knows if the 

document was provided by the driginating.service to any Latin American 
intelligence service. A thorough check of bur records fails to reveal 
any instance that this Agency released or provided the document, or its 
information on Frank Teruggi, Jr. , to any Latin American liaison .* 
service. We, of course, are not in a position to state absolutely 
whether the originating liaison service made this information available 
to any intelligence service other than CIA. However, based on our 
knowledge of this service and its method of operation, we believe it 
highly unlikely that the document or information was provided by 
the originating service to any Latin American intelligence service. .
